1025 Workers Putting in Over-

: Their Allowance.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Two hunt- 
@red and thiry million dgllars, it is 
now estiriated by the War Depari- 


ment, is the amount to be paid by 
the United States under the .aw 
pasecd by the last Congress giving a 
$60 bonus to every officer and en- 
listed man and nurse who had been 
with the colors since the declaration 
of war. Of this amount, the Zone 
Pinance Office had paid $65,064.7:0 
Up to and including April 26. ©n 
that date the claims received num- 
bered 1,124,412, of which 
had been paid. Of approximately 
40,000 remaining at the close of tne 
day's business all were paid on slon- 
with the exception of 


celp’ of additional information. 

The bill provoding for bonuses be- 
Came a law Feb. 24. Instructions 
were immediately iesued by the War 
Department's director of finance, 
Prigadier-General Herbert M. Lord, 
to the field. so that beginning Feb. 
27 every officer and enlisted man re- 
celved upon his discharge $60 as 
part of his final pay. 

106,000 Claims a Day. 

The real problem consisted in pay- 
ing the million and a quarier offi- 
cers and inen who had been honor- 
ably discharged from the service be- 
fore the law took effect. Gen. Lord 
decided that this work should bé 
concentrated in Washington, under 
the direction of the Zone Tinance 
Officer, Col. P. L. Smith. 

The task proved to be tremendous. 
Claims for the bonus for 10 days 
averaged more than 106,000 a day, 
making a total for the period of 
more than a million claims to be 
dealt with. On the first day pay- 
ments were made 3000 checks were 
issued. ‘On April 23, when the great- 
est record was made, the 
was 650.160. There are now being 
received about 3000 claims a day, 
which are paid on the day following 
receipt.

standing corroborated yesterday 


Major-General William M. Wright,,s 


who trained and took the Thirty- 
fifth Division to France and who 
commanded the Eighty-ninth Divi- 
sion in its fight in the St. Mihiel and 
Argonne sectors. He spoke at the 
City Club. 

Gen. Wright said that the Argonne 
drive of the Thirty-fifth seldom has 
been equalled in the American forces 
and that the Nov. 1 attack of the 
Eighty-ninth in the Argonne-Meuse 
sector was one of the best ever seen 
in France. 

“The Thirty-fifth fought three 
fZerman divisions ‘plumb to a fare- 
ve-well,’ ”’ he said, “while the 
Kighty-ninth never lost a_ prisoner 
and never failed to reach an objec 
ive at the given time,” 

To Receive Croix de Guerre. 

Lieutenant-Colone!l Dwight l- 
Davis, assistant chief of staff of the 
Thirty-fifth Division, in introducinyz 
Gen. Wright, told how he came to 


command the Eighty-ninth in th 
st. Mihiel drive Ile said that’ Gen. 
Wright at the time was a corps 
‘ommander, but that his corps was 
in the process of organization ani 


had no men when the reduction of 


the St. Mlihiel salient was determined 
upon, He said that Gen. Wright was 
faced with missing the fight or tak- 
ing a reduction in rank to command 
a combat division. 

“We who knew him knew what 
he would do,” Col. Davis said. “He 
accepted the lower rank and took 
the Eighty-ninth into the fight.’ 

Col Davis also announced that in 
addition to the. Distinguished Service 
Miedal of the United States, (cen. 
Wright was about to be made a 
commander of the Legion af Honor 
of France and receive that country's 
Croix de Guerre with palm. 

Gen. Wright sketched briefly the 
battle records of the Thirty-fifth and 
Eightv-ninth Divisions, much as he 
did to a Post-Dispatch corresponden: 
in Waslrington, which description 
was printed exclusively in last Sun 
day's issue of this newspaper. 

Hiow 89th Tinished War. 

Gen Wright told how the Bighty- 
ninth finished the war. “Ths 
division went over in the Meuse- 
Argonne on Novy, Pap he said. 
“It reached the Meuse on Nov. 10, 
and immediately began preparations 
to force a crossing. opposite the vil- 


lage of Pouilly. We picked a befid 


and started to build two-foot bridges. : 


The boche shelled us back, and then 
thought We had given up the job, so 
went off home. lle did not know 
that we had four pontoons, each cap- 
able of carrving 150 men, hidden in 
a creek. We lashed these together 
after dark and made the crossing and 
continued on a mile or two beyond 
the opposite bank. Next day before 
S o'clock we had seven. battalions 
across the Meuse, had cleaned up 
rouilly, taking 200 prisoners, and at 
10:59:59 on the day of the armistice. 
the Fighty-ninth was storming the 
heights behind Pouilly. We fired the 
last shot on the dot of the clock.” 

Gen. Wright declared the Nov. 1- 
10 drive of the Kighty-ninth to have 
been “one of the best attacks ever 
seen by an American division in 
France.” 

“89th Never Lost Prisoner.” 

Commenting on the fact that the 
Fighty-ninth never lost a prisoner, 
though it took more than 2000 on 
one day alone, he told the storv of 


the Missourian who almost becamea 


prisoner “The Missourian fell into 
the hands of three Germans,’ he 
said “They disarmed him, but 
overlooked a butcher knife stuelk itn 
his puttee. Ag the Missourfan ex 


preseecd it afterwards, ‘I gutted two 
and brought the other back.- ” 
Individual Heroism, 

Gen. Wright gave this relation of 
the story of Sergt. Davis of the 3534 
Infantry, who received the Distin- 
guished Service cross and whose feat 
is one of those related in Victory 
Loan advertisements 

“Hie saw a German going down 
the street in Boulllonville (Soup- 
ville, the boys called it after taking 
it) and folowed him into a house. 
Hie saw the German disappear in a 
trapdoor Hie fired the remaining 
two shots in his revolver into the 
trapdoor and shouted ‘Raus mit ‘em.’ 
Hie took 18 officers and 330 men out 
of that cellar.” 

Gen. Wright departed last night 
for Camp Funston to direct the de. 
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Dining-Room Suite.

The statistics covering these German 
labor unions showed that during July, 
August, September and October, 1918, 
only two-tenths of 1 per cent of their 
male members were unemployed, this 
fractional percentage remaining station- 
ary. With the outbreak of the revolution 
in November, however, the unemploy- 
ment curve of the labor unions rose almost 
perpendicularly and continued as follows:

a Injustice of Italy’s Claims 


The break between the Italians and the Presi- 
dent grows out of two wholly dissimilar sets of 


circumstances—the peculiar domestic situation in . 


Italy itself and the age-long aspirations of the 
Italian people to revive the glories of Rome and 
the conquests of Venice on the eastern shores of 
the Adriatic. 
ed are the city of Fiume, a relatively small town 
with hardly more than 25,000 people, wholly Ital- 
ian in race and language, but the chief port of 
the whole northern half of the new Jugo-Slavic 
state, and only a tiny point in the surrounding 
sea of Slavic populations. 

To give Portsmouth, N. H., or Portland, Me., to 
a foreign country because the population within 
the immediate city limits of either of those towns 
belonged to a foreign nationality, while al! the 
hinterland was, as it is, American, would supply a 
fair illustration. More than this, in the case of 
Fiume it ig the sea gate and the sole sea gate 
served by adequate railroads in the Whole of Jugo- 
Slavia. 

As to Dalmatia, the whole population of this 
province pass®s 660,000, of whom not more than 
30,000 at the most are Italians. This Italian pop- 
ulation is confined to two or three towns, like 
Zara, Sebenico and Sapalato, and they are but 
little enclaves in a mass of Serb or Croat popula- 
tion, all of which desires not to be Italian,. but 
Jugo-Slavic. On the basis of self-determination, 
Italy has no claim whatever to Dalmatia, and on 
the basis of the right of nations to free access to 
the sea, the second of Mr. Wilson's principles, the 
Jugo-Slavs have a claim to Fiume.

Now, the Italian claim to Dalmatia, that is, to 
the northern half of Dalmatia, which is alone in 
question, together with the islands, rests upon 
the agreement made between Italy and England 
and France at the moment when she entered the 


war. 
and France agreed that Italy should have in ad- 
dition to the Trentino and Trieste about half of 
Dalmatia, including most of the islands. 

At the same time, Fiume was expressly re- 
served as the port of Austria-Hungary, whose 
dissolution was not then foreseen Italy now 
demands that her allies shall fulfill their pledge 
and they have at all times been ready to agree 
that Italv should now occupy Dalmatia and annex 
it. But they have insisted that if Italy annexed 
Dalmatia. Fiume should go to the Jugo-Slavs 
President Wilson, on his part, since the United 
States was not bound by any such agreement as 
that to which England and .France subscribed, 
insisted that in accordance with his demand for 
the self-determination of peoples, Dalmatia should 
go to Jugo-Slavia.

Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. , 
BUDAPEST, via Paris, April 30.—- 


ot justice or, rather, injustice. Prison 
terms are pronounced after a merely 


superficial investigation by men ig- 
norant of any law and by men open 
t» prejudice. So far probably little 
injustice has been done. It is in the 
immediate future, when difference of 
opinion will be expressed, that a 


ciosed doors will pitilessly oppress 
any man or woman who dares to 
think for himself or herself or dares 
t+ hold the traditional love of free- 
dom, home and property. Then, 
with or without tts secret court, the 
small group of men who today hold 
Flungary in a grip of terror and mis- 
ery, may either imprison or put to 
Ceath any who dare to differ from 
them politically. 

Today the terrorists are using: 
their terror to forestall any oppo- 
Sition. They do not wish to carry 
out their threats, and they are far 
more moderate than appears fron’ 
their decrees, which so often end 
with “the penalty is death.” -Indeed, 
t»ere have been but two death sen- 
tences, and these were not carried 
out. But opposition will_come. There 
cannot always be only one political 
party in the country. Then anyone 
on the right or the extreme left will 
be called a  counter-revolutionary 
and injustice will follow. Once start- 
ed in this manner, it is feared the’ 
Hiungarians may perhaps exceed the. 
K.Lussians. Terror is the arm of the 
dictator. Summary courts, without!

Losses in corn

clared that speculation in flour must 
StoOD. 

The most forcible reaction from the 
extreme weakness of corn was on 
Thursday. when the market made an 
extraordinary upward jump of nearly 
SC. 

A liberal movement of corn and 
hogs from rural sources. owing to 
the temptafion of unusual profits, was 
partly for the smash in 
the corn market On the other hand, 
widespread rural holding back of of- 
ferings promptly ensued and Was an 
important factor in the subsequent 
upturn of values. Complete stoppage 
of flour sales by large milling 
companies that pleaded wheat scar- 
city tended further to rally prices. 

Oats were governed by corn, but 
also reflected light receipts and re- 
ports of decreased acréage due to 
delaved seeding 

While prices at the close varied lit- 
tle on the week's trading the wide 
movement indicated the dangerous al- 
titude at which corn is selling, and 
also pointed to the fact that the Chi- 
cago crowd can manipulate the mar- 
ket up or down almost at will, re- 
gardless of news developments, There 
was little real ammunition back of 
the 19c¢ break of Tuesday, and little 
of news on which to base the com- 
plete recovery that followed, yet the 
Chicago crowd easily engineered both 
swings, and other minor markets 
the country followed. 

Corn receipts for the week 
more than enough to supply current 
needs, and a further small tnecrease 
in the visible supply Monday is ex- 
pected, following an increase of over 
200.000 last week, 

While the wheat visible supply now 
fs 65,000,000 bushels and dropping 
rapidly, there is no indication that an 
acute reity will prevail before the 
new crop is available. There was 
also more talk than action in the 
Government's announcement that its 
flour would be resold and no further 
buving of wheat be tinade for ex- 
port, as the Food Administration of- 
ficials are likely to rescind this crder 
night.

ROPAGANDA is once more abroad in the 
land, and its objective has a dark brown 
hue. It seeks to direct those appetites that 
ean find solace only in alcoholic stimula- 
tion, coffeewards. Hence an _ old jingle 
that was formerly applied to something 
else has been heard among the advocates 
of the widest consumption of coffee, as a substitute 
for other beverages that have been pronounced anathe- 
ma by the Constitution of the United States, and it 
runs in this wise: 


Some like it hot, 
Some like it cold, 
Some like it in the pot 

Nine days old. 


. To create a consuming desire for the juice of the ber- 
ry is only the prelude to a nation-wide movement to 
exchange the American saloon for the coffee house. 
This will, of course, eliminate all the drinks that even 
snggest alcohol and gradually lead to a taste for cof- 
fee, at all hours and in all styles. Then, when the 
old-style barroom is banished and a sort of a night 
shade settles over the cities, towns and villages at 9 
«clock p. m., with or without the forma! sounding of 
the curfew, people will not have to go to bed in self- 
defense. They can go to the coffee house and engage 
in such diverting pastimes as they may elect between 
sips, and they can have the amber decoction served 
hot, cold, or, if they like it extra strong, they can take 
the nine-days-old mixture. They can foregather with 
el, the unction they please and have the same old argu- 
ments that have always been associated, more or less, 
with the consumption of liquids of more virile com- 
position. If they feel in the mood, they can caffeinize 
themselves to their heart's content and go to their 
homes and families reeking with its fumes, with small 
risk of inviting a solitary protest from the head 
keepers of these citadels. 

tern and exacting wives, wha have objected to late 
hours and their association with other odors, will! not, 
‘according to those who are handling the coffee prose- 
ivtism, be severe in the future; but, on the contrary, 
will hail the Guatemala, Java, Mocha, Rio Santos and 
other signs of like portent, as splendid substitutes for 
the older emblems of the wayside resorts. Pursuing 
the same line of argument, they say that the coffee 
house will supply all the admittedly good features of 
the saloon, while dispensing with those that are con- 
sidered bad, or at least questionable. 

Many former beer and whisky saloons’ throughout 
the country have already been converted into coffee 
and lunchrooms, and others are making arrangements 
for a similar transformation. The saloons which pre- 
fer to operate under the old standards, are not ready 
tu admit that a dry United States will ever come to 
pass, and they are slow abouf taking up the coffee 
movement. There are a great many in this class, and 
some of their conductors use emphatic language when 
the suggestion is made that they turn to “coffee and.” 


There are several coffee houses already in operation 
in East St. Louis, Granite City and Madison which 
have become quite popular among the foreign laborers 
employed in the steel mills and other plants in those 
bustling towns. Quite a number of these workmen are 
Turks or Armenians, and they had these establish- 
ments in their old homes before they sought liberty 
and better living conditions under the American sys- 
tem. When these resorts were first opened, the police 
gave them some attention and made a number of sug- 
gestions that were adopted. It was found in some cases 
that the all-night places were employing young girls 
and the keepers were admonished to eliminate such 
youthful servers. 

Then there was a suspicion that there was some 
thing else besides coffee served in the cups, as some 
of the patrons seemed to grow hilarious after the third 
or fourth cup and to give expression to much ebullition 
of spirit iw song and laughter. There were hints that 
the “kick’’ was supplied by something of more agegres 
sive tinge than the natural essence of the bean, and 
there was an investigation. It revealed no sinister 
compounding. It was just strong coffee. The Turks 
aud other types of the Kast were looking for a chance 
to jubilate anvhow; hence they pounced upon the liquid 
as a means to a harmless end. The younz girls were

there were no more objections. 

If it is decreed that the country 
must go on a Sahara basis July 1, 
the Government agents who will 
have to enforce the act will, as a 
matter of course, have to keep an 
eye on the coffee houses, as tempta- ; 4 
tions will offer to serve something *.

He might have his coffee served f 
in French or Italian style, with a fs 
sort of reinforced superstructure. ) 
Some coffee drinkers season their 
cups with a liberal allowance of 
brandy, rum or whisky, and are so 
accustomed to taking it in that way 
that they would scarcely recognize 
the taste of the pure article. In the 
old French quarter of New Orleans, coffee has been 
served in this style for many years and no one has 
ever remarked anything insipid about the accompany- 
ing kick. 

If there is any disposition shown to mix any of the 
forbidden compounds with the apparently harmless 
decoction, there will be some sort of official interfer- 
euce and maybe some vigorous prosecution; that is, 
when the law has been finally interpreted to the ex- 
tent of discovering who is to be responsible for its en- 
forcement. Then the inspectors, or “booze hounds,’ as 
they are better known in the states that have “bone 
dry” laws, will have to find the contraband and see 
that the punishment is made to fit the crime. They 
will have to exercise both the senses of taste and 
scent in the discharge of their duties. 

But there is an ominous sign in the East. There are 
the tea rooters to be reckoned with, and they have 
the material for a propaganda of their own; besides, 
they have various chemical analyses and statistics to 
prove that the leaves from China, Ceylon and other 
producing centers are highly beneficial to the human 
system. If the coffeeites become too emphatic in their 
clafms, there may be a retaliatory campaign with 
much throwing of statistical data, for scientists have 
long been wrestling with the virtues and vices of both 
drinks. Some chemists have written learnedly and 
at great length, as is their wont, about caffein, and 
there have been contributions touching on the hor- 
rors of persistent overindulgence in tea. The van- 
guard of the coffee movement does not appear to. be 
alarmed over any serious competition from those who 
would substitute the tearoom for the old-line sa- 
loons; aS the beverage supplied by the leaves has, in 
this country at least, been regarded more in the 
light of a woman's drink. The American tearooms 
have always been affected by the women. Then there 
are the afternoon, pink and other classifications of the 
parties, where the beverage is served. History is not 
prolific in its mention of men at any of these func- 
tions. Some men who have been known to get in on 
these tea gatherings quite accidentally, made it their 
business to extricate themselves as quickly and un- 
obtrusively as possible. 

Some years ago there was a very prominent Demo- 
cratic leader in St. Louis who was noted for his good- 
fellowship and skill in providing entertainment for 
his friends. He was also a veteran of the Civil War 
and had faced many dangers. Once when called upon 
to narrate his most thrilling adventure, he told of 
how he was captured by a tea party one afternoon, in 
which he was the only man present. It took him a 
full hour to get out, and. he used to tell most impres- 
sively how he suffered on that dccasion; his other har- 
rowing experiences running over a period of four 
years of war, were as insignificant incidents, when 
contrasted with his hour in the clutches of the tea 

party. 

One of the most pointed of the arguments used by 
ihe coffee propagandists is that no matter what hour 
o! the day or night, the man can take his wife with 
him when he goes to the cafe. With this nonintoxi- 
cant there will be no “zero hour,” when it will be 
questionable procedure to escort one’s wife, mother, 
daughter or sister to such a place. Men who are sur- 
charged with coffee, they say, will not forget them- 
selves as they might be expected to do while bubbling 
over with some other form of inspiration. At such 
HDlaces, they promise, men and women, too, may find 
rest, refreshment, relaxation and good company. 

They do not, however, essay to attack that ancient 
tradition that coffee drunk at night is calculated to 
have the same effect on sleep that was charged against 
Macbeth. There are many j{housands—-maybe millions 

who draw the line on coffee as a late-hour refresh 
nent, because of their belief that it does superinduce 
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~~~ It may be hard to believe we 

shall ever see scenes like this, 

but stranger things have hap- 
pened in the world, lately. 
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a bervous reaction of some kind that militates axseinst 
slumber. Many mothers will not let their children 
have coffee at the evening meal, though not oppose! 
to their having it for breakfast. Any of these mothers 
will tell you that it might keep them awake. Then 
there aré doctors who tell their patients to cease en 
tirely ‘the drinking of coffee; but there is the same 
inhibition frequently directed against tea. Hence, 
it there is to be a warfare between the partisans of the 
two as to which should fill the void that will come if 
the camel and his bone-dry contingent propose to 
make it a permanent condition, some of the more 
timid may see reason to avoid both; that is, if the 
rivals resort to statistical ammunition in their bar- 
rages. 

Any controversy as to whether it should be a tea- 
room or a coffee room to supplant the orthodex as- 
suagery will scarcely interest the unreconstructed 
wets, who can see only the perpetuation of the saloon as 
it has existed since the earliest days of the country’s 
history. They will not admit that there is any chance 
to place the country in such a position that a contest 
between tea and coffee as the popular drink cbuld 
be made interesting. But many of the wisest of the 
saloon men, withal, are making arrangements to step 
out at the end of June. They are letting their stocks 
run down and are ordering just enough to supply only 
the needs of the present. A round of the St. Louis sa- 
loons will elicit this information from most of the 
liquor men. They are at sea to a large extent, but 
they are taking no chances on loading up their shelves 
with bottle goods that they will not be able to sell after 
June 30; that is, if the war prohibition order is not 
lifted. Even if this ban should be annulled, they still 
point to next January, when the constitutional amend- 
ment becomes operative. 

St. Louis has maintained a few coffee houses for 
years, but they have served only during the day, fea- 
turing the midday lunch. These resorts have always 
been popular and are patronized by many prominent 
business and professional men and women. Saloons 
ib: the same neighborhoods where they are situated and 
which serve hot lunches also appear prosperous. and 
if the order is to be enforced, as per the present 
schedule, the business from the barrooms will most 
likely flow to the coffee lunch rooms. 

Downtown restaurant keepers who are expected to 
take care of the saloon lunch crowds are making no ex 
tensive preparations in.the way of increasing their 
facilities. Inquiries among these establishments prove 
that a number of the saloon keepers will, when they 
quit selling beer, whisky and other drinks that are 
listed to become taboo, give their entire time and ef. 
fort to the serving of foods and drinks that are per- 
mittted.

Krnest Smith has been a 


ward of some official or vol- 
unteer body since he came 
upon this earth He was 
born. with three of his es- 
sential faculties missing. It was discovered at 
his birth that he was doomed to a sightless life, 
and the other handicaps were revealed later. 
Then began his round of the various bodies that look 
after the stricken and helpless. The late .Mrs. 
F W. Baumhoff of the Sunshine Society was deeply 
interested in his case and provided him with a home 
and care for a few years. Efforts to educate him were 
not successful to any great degree, because his blind- 
ness handicapped him in the school for the deaf and 
dumb, and his inability to hear and speak prevented 
satisfactory headway at the school for the blind. 


Unlike Helen Keller of similar afflictions, Ernest is 
without means, and there is no marvelous person 
like Mrs. John Macy—who was Miss Sullivan—to de- 
velop the intellect which is struggling to break through 
its fettered confines. Those who have observed the 
boy believe that there is splendid material within, 
which can only be uncovered with the same care and 
patience that Miss Sullivan had to exercise in the de- 
velopment of her pupil. Where this aid will come 
from is a problem, but efforts are under way to give 
the boy his chance. 

Just now Ernest is attending the Centra! School for 
the Deaf at 818 South King’s highway, and is a fre- 
quent visitor at the School for the Blind at Magnolia 
and Spring avenues. He only recently mastered the 
intricacies of lip reading, and can already understand 
several words. It required a long and tedious process

which came into the boy’s hands. 


most things that 
his feet encounter 
A short while 
back he found a 
tin can that had 
contained maple 
syrup. It was 
shaped like a lit- 
tle house. The 
boy took it home 
to his work- 
shop and got busy with his molding clay He repro- 
duced the can perfectly, even to a large dent that was 
in one of the sides. His next artistic foray was with 
a penny in the slot battery, which he discovered at a 
drug store near his home. He felt it and did the same 
thing on other visits; then he surprised the druggist 
one morning by presenting him wfth a perfect clay 
model of the device. 


Having progressed thus far, he turned his attention 
to animals and has modeled a squirrel and a rabbit. 
His influence with squirrels has caused much com- 
ment, as these little animals usually have an aversion 
to being picked up and petted, especially by small 
boys. But not so with Ernest. He gets on the closest 
terms of intimacy with these active little foragers and 
picks them up every time he offers them feed. Then 
he carries them about in his hands, to the admiring 
awe of other boys. 
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through his keen scent. His “est Smith, deaf, dumb, blind 
protection from automobiles 42d without living relatives. 
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He has made the discovery that 
the nerves in his body have ears. 
The automobile, which has almost 
been the cause of his undoing on 
more than one occasion, was the in- 
strument that paved the way for 
this part of his education. One day, 
while he was having an outing 
with Col. Martin J. Collins, presi- 
dent of the Missouri School for the Blind, he felt the 
vibration of tbe motor and then discovered the horn. 
It did not take him a very long time to find the levers 
and other attachments, and in time the various func- 
tions of each were made clear. The engine and horn, 
which furnished so many vibrations and sound waves, 
caught his fancy. When he found he could operate the 
horn he would shift about in his seat and communicate 
by gestures that he could detect the sounds. 

Another step in his education was furnished by the 
gynasium at the institution for the blind. He could 
not take the training given the other blind boys, be- 
cause of his added impairments, as it is essential that 
the pupils hear the directions of the trainer. This 
did not daunt the spirit of Ernest Smith. He brought 
into play his sense of touch and feelin?#?, and did a lot 
of investigating on his own account. Then he showed 
that he could negotiate the horizontal bars, the single 
bar and even the springboard. On the single bar he 
proceeded cautiously, but after a number of trials, 
succeeded in accomplishing some of the turning move- 
ments that are approached with due caution by boys 
who are. possessed of all their faculties. 

But the sad thing about this little fellow, so charged 
with ambition and life, is that he does not quite 
belong anywhere, when ‘it comes to arranging his ed- 
ucational program. In a way his combination of han- 

dicaps has placed him in “No Boy's Land,” if such 
a place can be imagined. Not being able to see, 
there is difficulty at the school which specializes 
the training of the deaf and dumb, and not being 
able to speak or hear, he is out of harmony with 
the svstem at the blind school. But notwithstand- 
: ing these difficulties, he has been 
able to make some progress with 
the Braille svstem of raised letters. 

Manual training is his particular 
delight and here is where he takea 
advantage of every possible open-

(,overnors and presided over the business affairs of the 
State Institution for the Blind for a number of years, 
has undertaken the task of finding some way to get 
Ernest Smith out of “No Boy's Land,” and announces 
that he will keep at the job until he gets some re- 
sults. With this object in view, he visited the Mis- 
souri Legislature a few weeks ago and sought to in- 
terest the men who make the appropriations in the 
boy’s case. He discovered, however, that as the lad 
is the only one of his kind, there can be no special 
appropriation. He informed these legislators that 
the boy was a marvel, and that if the State did some- 
thing to develop the intelligence and energy that was 
contained in his small body,

Of course, it is going to take time and some money, 
as a special course of instruction wil) have to be fol- 
lowed here, just as it was with that little lady at 
Boston. I have watched this boy and was amazed to 
see the evidences of intelligence and ambition that 
are within. The stuff is in little Ernest, and it must be 
given a chance to get out and show. what it is worth. 
Of course, it is going to require a specia! teacher. 

“I watched him master hjs first word by his acutely 
developed sense of touch, and | have seen other evi- 
dences of his ability to learn, if given the chance that 
he deserves. His ability to mold little articles he 
finds in clay is really wonderful, when you stop to 
realize that he is deaf, dumb and blind. This gift 
comes to him naturally, and the courage he shows on 
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poor kiddie figures that it is part of the game, and 
that there is no use of complaining even with the few 
facilities he has for showing such feeling.

of its kind on the coast, an account of its organiza- 
tion and its methods of operation give a good idea of 
how the big motion picture studios are conducted. 

There are more than 500 people regularly employed 
at this studio, divided among 17 distinct departments, 
each under a separate head. For in a big studio of 
this kind not only are there scores of actors, but big 
staffs of scenario, or, as they choose to call themselves, 
continuity writers; carpenters, property men, costum- 
ers, laboratory helpers and accountants. All these de- 
partments are co-ordinated under one head, the studio 
manager, to whom all the department heads are re- 
sponsible.

Obviously, each studio has its own system, but the 
actual making of motion pictures is pretty well stand- 
ardized. There is no one company that has any se- 
eret road to riches. Almost anyone who can hire a 
camera can make motion pictures. But only those who 
understand the business can make money out of them. 
There are many. people who assert that 
making motion pictures is an art, but the 
business side of the ‘art’ is quite as im- 
portant. In fact, the making of motion 
pictures may best be described as a wed- 
ding of art and business, as a further pe- 
rusal of this article will convince you. 
There is a widespread impression that 
a motion picture studio is run in a hap- 
py-go-lucky fashion. This belief is 
“heightened by the fact that in working 
hours it often resembles a madhouse 
When actors and directors are not killing 
time they are dashing wildly about in the 
throes of activity, and the layman is im 
pressed by the utter lack of system that is

An hour spent in the office of

retary entered, and in less than his boasted three 
minutes we had the itemized cost sheet of “Hearts 
and Horse Thieves,” in which Lila Lee was then work- 
ing under the direction of Irvin Wallat, with Monte 
Blue as her leading man. 

On this printed cost sheet was set forth under no less 
tuan 88 different headings every dollar that had so far 
been spent in making the picture. First of all there 
was the cost of the scenario. Next, the salaries of the 
director and his assistants to date, along with the 
salaries of the camera man and assistants, property 
men and grips, all included under the head of direc- 
tion. Next the acting talent was itemized, together 
with the extras. Under the head of studio lost time 
such items as “waiting for scenario” and ‘waiting for 
actor’ were there for financial comment, and, of 
course, there were various costs for carpenters’ sala- 
ries, scenic salaries, materials, electricians, travelin: 
expenses to and from locations, and the dozens of other 
items that enter into the total studio cost. In addition 
there were blank places for the footage of first and 
second takes, retakes, total length of sample print, 
finished length of American negative, etc. 

In short, every possible expense that enters into the 
cost of making a motion picture was set forth on this 
cost sheet, even to “the home office burden,” with its 
retaining account and selling cost to be added later

HERE are many good restaurants not only in 
Rome, but in the country round about. Though 
quite unpretentious and in a district far removed from 
the big hotels, the Ristorante del Teatro Valle is fa- 
mous for the excellence of its meats and fish and 
wines of the Castelli Romani. Its proprietor is presi- 
dent of the syndicate of butchers, owns two of the 
largest fish shops, and has the greatest stock of wines 
in the city. The Marinesi is the best looking restau- 
runt of Rome: it is patronized largely by British and 


American officers and by coccottes, and the linen, 
china and glassware are finer than elsewhere. The 
Cafe Colonna is as good as ever, but its patronage has 
fallen off very much because its proprietor is a Ger- 
man. There is a little German beer shop in the Via 
Francesco Crispi that has never lost its favor, be 
cause its owner mourns one son killed in battle as an 
officer in the Italian army and had one other son at 
the front—fighting the Austrians. His beer is now 
Norwegian, but it is still served in Munich steins. 
This place is filled with American, British, Servian 
and Czecho-Slovak officers, and Francis Keene, the 
American Consul-General, is always to be found there 
between 5 and 6 in the afternoon, surrounded by a 
party of Americans. 

Afternoon tea has become a daily event in Rome 
and between 5 and 6 p. m. such places as Latour’s, 
Old England, Miss Babington's and the Excelsior are 
crowded with men and women drinking tea, nibbling 
biscuits and smoking cigarettes. No cream is served 
with the tea. In only a few places can one get fresh

WAS taking an American woman, a stranger 
in Rome, to call on some friends in their six- 
teenth century palace. As we passed down the 
narrow street of small shops, she said: 

“Why, this is like Mulberry street, New 

York. Surely there is no palace here!” 

But after she had seen the Roman palaces, 
with their ground floors given over to stores or smith- 
ies or other trades, large or small, she understood. In 
what we would call slums in America are the palaces 
of the noblest and richest families in Italy. . In the 
newer l.udovisi quarter are those of the parvenus. 

As a rule the owners occupy only one floor, or part 
of a floor, the rest of the building being rented to 
others. For these old Roman palaces are so vast that 
very few families can afford to occupy the whole 
building. 

The most magnificent of them all is that of Prince 
Doria, which faces the Corso Umberto, the Broadway 
of Rome. It occupies an area of about five acres, 
slightly larger than Bryant Park or Union Square, 
and not quite so large as Madison Square. The facade 
on: the Corso is unmarred by shops: the chapel is at 
one end and at the other 
end is the Palazzo Bona- 
parte, cut out of the angle 
facing the Piazza Venezia. 

The facade on this piazza 
is occupied on the ground 
floor by a bank, an insur- 
ance company and some 
shops. The frontage on the 
Via della Gatta, the Pi- 
azza Grazioli, the Piazza 
del Collegio Romano and 
the Via Lata have business 
on the ground floor; a part 
of this side is rented as a 
residence to Senator Scia- 
loja and another part is 
occupied by the Doria Gal- 
lery, Which is open to the 
public on certain morn 
ings. It was in this palace 
that Prince Doria several 
years ago entertained Em.- 
peror William, who. on 
leaving, apologized for 
having no such palace at 
Berlin in which to enter- 
tain the Prince. 


HERE are retail shops 

on the ground floor of 
the Colonna Palace, on the 
sides facing the Via Nazionale and the Via del Santi 
Apostoli, and I remember there igs a printer’s and a 
furniture mender’s on the side facing the Via della 
Pilotta. But on the opposite side of this street are the 
lovely gardens belonging to the palace, with which 
three bridges spanning the street connect them. This 
is in the very heart of the Rome shopping district, 
and the gardens run back nearly a thousand feet to the 
Via del Quirinale, on the opposite side of which is the 
almost equally large palace of the Rospigliosi famnily. 


HE Palazzo Massimo is on a street that might be 

compared to Sixth avenue; the Palazzo Spada on 
one like Forsyth street; the Palazzo Capranica on one 
like Houston street; the Palazzo Borghese on one like 
Delancey street, near the Bridge. And so it is with 
nearly all of the homes of the ancient noble Roman 
families. Most of these have a great arched entrance 
leading to an open courtyard filled with palms and 
flowers, and there is always a fountain playing, often 
in a niche that is shared with a marble statue. The 
porter or doorkeeper occupies a room on one side of 
the entrance, and directs you to the floor on which the 
persons you are calling on live. You go up a broad 
flight of marble stairs, and the owner of the palace 
generally is to be found on the first floor up, with a 
brass plate bearing his coronet and name on the door. 
At the entrance to the Colonna Palace stands a gor- 
geous individual in the livery of the ancient famil)

The Palazzo Massimo is open to all Rome on one 
day in the year—the feast of some saint who was a 
Massimo. No invitations are sent out, but the silk and 
velvet hangings are spread from the windows, the 
flag is hoisted and the decrepit old Prince and his 
saintly wife receive anybody who likes to enter, wel- 
coming the razged beggars with the same cordiality 
as the greaiest of nobleg. 


It was this now aged Prince, who, when asked by 
King Humbert if it Were true that he was descended 
from Fabius Maximus, replied: “I have no docu. 
mentary proof of it, but it has been a tradition in my 
family for 2000 years.” 


NE of the best known characters in Rome is Count 

Greppi, who celebrated his 100th birthday in Feb- 
rvary. There are few men living who are old enough 
to remember Greppi’s diplomatic career, but it is said 
to have been a distinguished one. Count Greppi 
cresses in the height of fashion, sits drinking coffee 
in the Aragno every afternoon, flirts with pretty wom- 
en, never misses an opening night at a first tlass 
theater, is often in his box at the opera, goes to the 
races and shows his age 
only by leaning heavily 
on the banister when he 
ascends stairs. 

Not long ago, when 
dressing for a ball, he re- 
ceived a telegram an- 
nouncing the death of a 
near relative. After 
glancing at the sad news 
he refolded the telegram 
and told his valet to give 
it to him when he re- 
turned from the ball. 
When somebody condoled 
with him next day he re- 
marked: “It was time 
she died, anyway.” 

Those who know him 
best say Count Greppi 
has lived so long because 
he has never had an emo- 
tion of any sort. 

P TO the signing of 

the armistice there 
had not been much doing 
in the theatrical line in 
Rome. The Many mov- 
ing .picture houses did a 
thriving business, how- 
ever. The films shown 
are from all over the world, the American ones being 
as popular as the Italian. Lydia Borelli, in films re- 
sembling those of Theda Bara, always draw a full 
house. Romans were flocking last winter to see a 
grewsome affair with her as the star, and to listen 
to the music that Mascagni had written to accom- 
pany it.

The favorite theater of Romans is the Argentina, 
which is the property of the city. At its opening nights 
in October everybody who was anyfoody was there. 
In all the theaters there are three or four tiers of 
boxes running all around, the total number of boxes 
being from 75 to 100. In most of them there is room 
for four or five persons comfortably, and one or twé 
more can be crowded in. The price of a box is from 
$4 to about $10, according to the theater. 

Poltrone, or, as we call them, orchestra chairs, are 
priced at about $1. 


Rome does not know what a ‘run’ is. A different 
play is presented every nighy If a play makes a 
great hit it is presented several times, but rarely two 
nights in succession.

are either owned outright or rented by the season, and 
the owners expect variety. 

“Smoking Strictly Prohibited, by Order of the Pre- 
fect,” is a sign conspicuously displayed all over all 
theaters; but nobody in the boxes pays any attention 
to it, and I have never seen anyone requested to stop 
smoking. In the music halls and cheaper theaters 
everybody smokes openly, in spite of the prohibition 
staring them in the face. 

The music halls are about on the level of our Koster 
& Bial’s or Tony Pastor’s of 30 years ago. They are 
crowded and one sees some clever things. However, 
one of the prime favorites is still Donnarumma, the 
singer of Neapolitan ballads, who must be 50 years 
old. Her voice has lost any musical quality it ever 
had, but she is still so full of life that her audiences 
forgive her vocal deficiencies and encore her raptur- 
ously. There is a popular pair of tight-rope walkers 
who do a very dainty act and have perfectly shaped 
limbs and pretty faces. And Petrolini can fill a house 
simply by mimicking celebrities. 


ATlivZES begin at 5, evening performances at 
9, which means 9:15. The waits between acts are 
far longer than in America. When an exceptionally 
long opera is given at the Constanzi—an evening when 
Puccini's new triology is sung, for example—the per- 
formance begins at 8:30. This necessitates early din- 
ing, and the restaurants in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of the Constanzi are crowded from 7 to 8:30, 
when they suddenly empty. Eight o'clock is an early 
dinner hour; in many hotels you cannot get. dinner 
before 8. In the summer time 9 is the usual hour. 
All cafes close at 10:30 promptly. There is no at- 
tempt at evasion, for the waiters are eager to get 
home, and no proprietor could get his men to work 
a moment after 10:30. Soon after 10 the waiters be- 
gin noisily piling chairs on the tables. Few persons 
take their coffee where they dine, most of them going 
to a cafe and sitting there chatting with friends or 
reading the papers until a few minutes before closing 
time.
